Wheat Movement Good 


Most elevator points in this county are now on 
three- or four-bushel quotas and grain is moving out 
to the west coast terminals at a steady pace. The 
export demand is still for grades 3, 4 and 5 wheat, 
of which there is still a good supply, carried over 
from previous years’ crops. 

There is some demand, also, for No. 1 wheat. 
The bulk of this year’s crop was No. 2 wheat and 
this grade will have to be sold for export when the 
lower grade supplies are cleaned out and this will 
be the Wheat Board’s problem. 

Last year, from Aug. 1 to Nov. 17, 517 loaded 
grain cars were shipped out of Vulcan, which is 
about three times the normal number shipped in that 
period. Grain cars have also been in good supply this 
fall—grain buyers are “quite happy” with the situa¬ 
tion at present and are hopeful that grain will keep 
moving at the present steady pace during the winter 
months.

warm water. Immerse the garment 
in the solution and pull it gently 
into shape. Then rinse it in 1 gal¬ 
lon of warm water to which 2 
tablespoonfuls of vinegar have 
been added. 

The second hint concerns clean¬ 
ing ovens. Dissolve 2 heaping 
tablespoonfuls of lye in H cup of 
cold water in a glass Jar. Dissolve 
level tablespoonful of flour in % 
cup of cold water in another glass 
jar. Mix the two together, stirring 
them all the time. Then paint the 
solution on the inside of the oven 
with a brush and leave it for an 
hour. Use rubber gloves!
